Maverick # 57 , Alaska Central Railway, has intrigued col- 
lectors FOR SOKE TXME, THERE IS ANOTHER TOKEN , SIMILAR TO #57, 
BUT INSCRIBED "ALASKA HOME RAILWAY , ” AFTER CONSIDERABLE INVES- 
TIGATION, I HAVE LEARNED THE FOLLOWING ABOUT THEM , 

Alaska Central Railway, Inc*, was the first company to 

ATTEMPT TO BUILD A RAILROAD FROM SEWARD TO FAIRBANKS, INCORP- 
ORATED under State of Washing to n laws in 1904 , By 1905 they 
had 20 miles completed; 46 miles in 1906; 53 miles in 1909 , In 
1906 A SUIT BEGAN IN THE DISTRICT COURT AT VALDEZ AND A RECEIV- 
ER WAS APPOINTED, WHO CONTINUED CONSTRUCTION TO KERN CREEK ON 

Turnigan Arm, a distance of 71*6 miles , In 1912 a mortgage on 

ITS PROPERTY WAS FORECL OSED AND a NEW COMPANY FORMED, THE ALAS- 
KA Northern Railway , The Bank of Toronto became owner (bank 

WAS CONTROLLED BY J,P , MORGAN ), MORGAN THEN FORMED THE ALASKA 

Syndicate, which also co nt rolled the White Pass & Yukon RR, 
These were purchased by the U.S , Government in 1913, which 

BUILT THE RAILROAD TO THE INTERIOR OF ALASKA , The LARGE ALUM- 
INUM TOKENS THUS WERE USED BETWEEN 1904 AND 1912, DURING THE 
EARLY CONSTRUCTION PERIOD, PROBABLY AS PASSES FOR WORKERS RID- 
ING CONSTRUCTION TRAINS ♦ 

Alaska Home Railway was a line intended to begin in Valdez 
and go to Fairbanks , It was started by a man named Reynolds, 
That particular time in Valdez is known as "Reynolds' Boom," 
However, a group of local people decided to try to beat Rey- 
nolds to it, and started construction of a railroad on their 
own. The two , construction crews met head-on in Keystone Can- 
yon AND THE WHOLE THING ENDED IN A REAL SHOOTING WAR, WITH AT 
LEAST ONE MAN KILLED AND POSSIBLY MORE , INASMUCH AS ALASKA 

Home Railway never really operated at all, most people in Alas- 
ka BELIEVE THAT THE MEN WERE PAID IN THE LARGE ALUMINUM TOKENS, 
SIMILAR TO THE ALASKA CENTRAL RAILWAYS ONE, BUT INSCRIBED ALAS- 
KA Home Railway « The tokens were redeemable for merchandise 

AT THE COMPANY STORE . THE PRESENT HIGHWAY NOW USES ONE OF THE 
TUNNELS BORED FOR THIS RAILROAD ,

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= GATE AND TOLL TOKENS OF EUROPE - 

BY F. J, BINGEN 
In Europe all cities, even smaller ones, had to defend 

THEMSELVES IN THE MIDDLE AGES AND AFTERWARDS AGAINST ALL SORTS 
OF ENEMIES , It THEREFORE BECAME USUAL TO WALL IN THE CITIES 
AND AT THE MAIN ENTRANC ES THERE WERE BUILT GATES , SOMETIMES 
VERY LARGE , THESE GATES WERE ALWAYS CLOSED AT NIGHT, AND DUR- 

ING THE NIGHT FROM THEIR TOWERS THE NEIGHBORHOOD WAS CLOSELY 
OBSERVED OUT OF FEAR OF AN ATTACK, AFTER TWILIGHT NO STRANGER 
COULD ENTER THE TOWN, AND EVEN FOR CITIZENS THIS WAS ONLY POS- 
SIBLE WITH GREAT DIFFICULTY . In THE 16th CENTURY TRAVELING 
BECAME MORE AND MORE POPULAR, AND CITIES LIKE THE GERMAN ONES 

of Hamburg, Mainz, and Nurnberg, became more populated , It 

THEREFORE WAS UNAVOIDABLE TO MAKE IT EASIER TO GAIN ENTRANCE 
TO THE CITY AFTER DARK . THE GATES REMAINED CLOSED, BUT FOR 

THE CITIZENS IT BECAME POSSIBLE TO ENTER THE CITY AFTER HAVING 
PAID THE SO-CALLED " THOR-GELD " ( GATE MONEY), GENERALLY THIS 
TOLL WAS PAID WITH CURRENT COINS, BUT ESPECI ALLY IN GERMANY 
THERE WERE ISSUED IN SOME CITIES TOKENS TO ENABLE THE CITY 
AUTHORITIES TO CONTROL THEIR OFFICIALS, INVESTIGATIONS IN JOB 
FILES OF SOME OF THESE CITIES HAVE MADE IT POSSIBLE TO GIVE A 
MORE ACCURATE DESCRIPTION, 

BRAUNSCHWEIG , In this city there were 7 gates, named as 
follows: Augustthor, Fallerslebenthor , hoher THOR, Petrithor, 
Steinthor, Wenden Thor, and Wilhelmi Thor , At the entrance of 

THE CITY, THROUGH ONE OF THESE GATES THE VISITOR WAS HANDED A 
SQUARE TOKEN, WHICH HE HAD TO RETURN WHEN HE D E PARTED, THESE 
TOKENS, STRUCK IN BRASS AND IRON, WERE USED IN THE IQTH CENTU- 
RY AND BEGINNING OF THE 19TH CENTURY, THEY BEAR THE INITIALS 
OF THE NAMES OF THE GATES: A,F,H,P,S, AND W. As IT SEEMS 
THAT FOR THE WeNDEN THOR AND THE WlLHELMI THOR THE SAME TOKENS 
WERE USED, 

ERFURT . From a 1795 almanac we learn that 2 gates in this 

CITY WERE OPEN DAY AND NIGHT (THE KRAMPFERTHOR AND THE BrUHLER- 

thor). The Loberthor was closed at 10 o'clock. The other 

GATES WERE CLOSED AT NIGHTFALL, DURING THE PERIOD WHEN THE 
GATES WERE CLOSED, ONE HAD TO PAY 9 PFENNIGS FOR A PERSON OR 
HORSE, AND 1 GROSCHEN FOR ANY VEHICLE. On SUNDAYS ALL GATES 
WERE CLOSED FROM 6 TO 10 A.M, THEN ONLY PERSONS PAYING A TOLL 
OF 4- PFENNIGS COULD BE ADMITTED. TlLL NOW ONLY COPPER TOKENS 
OF 4 AND 9 PFENNIGS ARK KNOWN. 

FRANKFURT. A whole set of toll tokens is known from this 
city . Special tokens were issued for the Allerhei ligenthor, 
the Eschenheimerthor, the Friedberger Thor, and the Wasserthor, 
These tokens have on them the initials: A.T., E.T., F.T., and 
W.T. Tokens of a common type were used for the other four 
gates (the Affenthor, the Bockenheimer Thor, the Gallusthor, 

AND THE ScHAUMAINTHQR) . THESE TOKENS ARE INSCRIBED WITH THE 
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words: (fREIER) ElNLAS [ FOR " FREE ENTRANCE 1 '] OR (FREIER) AUS- 

LAS [ FOR "FREE EXIT*'], FOR POSTILIONS TOKENS OF A DIFFERENT 
TYPE WERE STRUCK , All THESE TOKENS WERE USED AT THE END OF THE 
18tH AND THE BEGINNING OF THE 19TH CENTURY , 

HAMBURG, In this city the citizens living outside the 

WALLS HAD TO FIGHT A HARD BATTLE TO HAVE THE GATES OPENED FOR 
THEM AFTER TWILIGHT , ONLY IN THE LAST YEARS OF THE 18m CENT- 
URY, when French emigrants and other strangers came to live in 

THE CITY , DID THE AUTHORITIES DECIDE TO OPEN ONE GATE (THE 
STEINTHOR ) UNTIL MIDNIGHT, In 1808 THE SAME RESO LUTI ON WAS TA- 
KEN FOR 3 OTHER GAGES ( THE DAMM - AND MlLLERNTHOR AND THE AuSS- 

enthor No, 1), More gates followed in 1810 , but it was not 
UNTIL 1836 THAT THE CLOSING OF ALL THE GATES WAS ENTIRELY ABOL- 
ISHED, Even then , all who entered or left the city during the 
NIGHT HAD TO PAY FOR IT, THE " THOR-SpERRe” TOKENS , KNOWN FROM 

Hamburg , were originally struck in copper, afterwards they 

WERE PRINTED IN LEATHER AND IN FIBRE, 

The importance of the opening and closing of the gates to 

THE CITIZENS IS SEEN FROM THE FACT THAT THERE WERE STRUCK IN 
1804 AND 1805 SILVER AND GOLD MEDALS, ON THE OBVERSE OF WHICH 
IS THE CALENDAR AND ON THE REVERSE A TABLE GIVING THE EXACT 
TIMES OF THE OPENING AND CLOSING OF THE GATES, THE MEDAL DEAL- 
ER Jobst Schramm had these medals made by the well-known Berlin 
MEDALLIST ABRAMSON * 

HILDESHEIM, This city is divided into the Old Town ( Alt - 

STADT ) AND THE NEW TOWN (NeUSTADT), GATE MONEY WAS ONLY USED 
FOR HORSEDRAWN COACHES, THE TOKENS WERE DIFFERENT FOR THE ALT— 
STADT AND THE NEUSTADT AND HAD TO BE BOUGHT WHEN ENTERI NG THE 

city. They had to be left in the hands of the gate official 

WHEN LEAVING THE CITY, THE COPPER TOKENS FROM THE AlTSTADT 
ALWAYS BEAR THE DATE 1609, ALTHOUGH THEY WERE STRUCK AND USED 
UNTIL THE END OF THE 18tH GeNTURY , THE FIGURES , EITHER ROMAN 

or Arabic) on the reverses of these tokens stand for the amount 

OF HORSES BY WHICH THE COACH WAS DRAWN, THE BRASS TOKENS FOR 
THE NEUSTADT WITH BLANK REVERSES WERE STRUCK IN 1771 AND 1797, 
They also bear a figure with the character " P " for "pferde" 
(horses), 

KOBURG, Though nothing could be learned of the use of 

TOLL TOKENS FROM THIS CITY, THE TOKENS THE MS EL V ES ARE KNOWN, 

There were 2 sets of copper tokens. The first, a set of 6 to- 
kens with the coat of arms of Koburg on the obverse and the 

FIGURES 1 THRU 6 ON THE REVERSE, The SECOND, WITH BLANK REV- 
ERSE and "St:G:KREUZER ZOLL" on obverse , 

MAINZ, This city had 4 important gates, the Altmunster - 

.THOR, THE GAUTHOR, THE NeUTHOR, AND THE RaI MUND I THOR, FOR 
THESE GATES THERE WERE TOKENS ALL OF THE SAME DESIGN (THE 
MAINZER WHEEL ON OBVERSE AND VALUE ON REVERSE ) , BUT WITH INIT- 
IALS ON OBVERSE (A, T, , G, T, , N,T,, OR R,T.) TO SHOW FOR WHICH 
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gate THE TOKEN WAS TO BE USED . An OLDER TOKEN WITH E IN LAS 
( ENTRANCE ) WAS PROBABLY USED FOR ALL FOUR GATES* THERE ARE 17 
DIFFERENT GATE TOKENS KNOWN FROM MAINZ . 

In numismatic circles , however , Mainz is better known 
FOR ITS BRIDGE TOLL TO KENS , AND THERE ARE 42 D IFFERENT BRIDGE 
TOLL TOKENS KNOWN FROM HERE* THE FLOATING BRIDGE ACROSS THE 

Rhine , connecting Mainz with Gastel , was built in 1669 by the 
Archbishop-Elector John Philipp de Schonborn , On each bank of 

THE RIVER THERE WAS AN OFFICE AT THE ENTRANCE TO THE BRIDGE , 

AND THOSE WHO CROSSED THE BRIDGE HAD TO BUY A BRONZE TOKEN , 

Tokens used for the office on the Mainz side had the initials 
"M*S." (Mainzer seite) on them , while those used on the Gastel 
side had " G.S . " ( Gasteler seite) on them. The tokens also 

BEAR THE WHEEL OF MAINZ AND THE INITIALS "B.Z." (BRUCKEN ZOLL, 
WHICH MEANS "BRIDGE TOLL "). THE FACE VALUE OF HE TOKENS IS IN- 
DICATED in Kreuzers and Pfennigs (4 pfennigs = 1 kreuzer). The 

TOLL FOR a PERSON WAS ORIGINALLY 2 KREUZER, BUT CITIZENS OF THE 

city of Basel had only to pay 1 Kreuzer (probably the Archbish - 
op-Elector had certain obligati ons to the city of Basel). Af- 
terwards THE TOLL WAS LESSENED ALSO FOR THE CITIZENS OF MaINZ 
and Gastel. It seems the smallest token in use (2 pfennigs) 

WAS STRUCK FOR THIS PURPOSE. THE HIGHEST CHARGE (1 FLORIN, OR 
60 KREUZER) HAD TO BE PAID FOR A BARREL OF WINE ! 

In 1793 the French captured the city of Mainz. They left 

THE BRIDGE (aND BRIDGE TOLLl) INTACT , BUT HENCEFORTH THE PRO- 
FITS FROM THE TOLL WENT TO THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT INSTEAD OF TO 

the Archbishop-Elector. The same tokens as before were used, 

BUT OVER THE WHEEL WAS STRUCK THE FRENCH FASCIS SYMBOL AND THE 
LETTERS "RF" (REPUBLIQUE FraNCAISe). 

The use of tokens in Mainz dropped out during the reign 
of Napoleon, and probably it was di scontinued in 1816 when 
Mainz became a part of the Grand Duchy of Hessen-Darmstadt . 

KARLSRUHE . For the opening of the gates of this city in 
THE 18th AND THE BEGINNING OF THE 19th GfflTURY, A TOLL HAD TO 
BE PAID TO THE "CHURFURST. " THE PROCEEDS OF THIS TOLL WERE 
APPROPRIATED FOR THE POOR. For ALL GATES THE SAME COPPER AND 
IRON TOKENS WERE USED, IN DENOMINATIONS OF 2 AND 4 KREUZERS. 

They show the cipher of the Ghurfurst "GT" (Garl Theodor). In 
1836 THIS TOLL WAS ABOLISHED. 

NURNBBRG . This city has the most interesting gate tokens 

of all German cities. As in other German cities the gates 

WERE CLOSED AFTER NIGHTFALL. ALL WHO ENTERED OR LEFT THE TOWN 
HAD TO SHOW A TOKEN, BUT THESE TOKENS WERE ONLY ISSUED TO COUN- 
CILLORS. From this practise arose a very attractive set of 

SILVER TOKENS, THE FIRST ONE DATING BACK AS FAR AS 1644 AND 
THE LAST ONE DATED 1804. ALL THESE TOKENS ARE NICELY STRUCK, 
WITH THE ARMS OF THE CITY ON OBVERSE AND THE COAT OF ARMS OF 
THE COUNCILLOR ON REVERSE, By NOW ALL ARE VERY RARE. 
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REGENSBURG, There are no known gate tokens from this 

CITY , BUT LIKE MAINZ, THERE WERE ISSUED IN REGENSBURG COPPER 
BRIDGE TOLL TOKENS, THE FIRST ONE IN 1549, AND THE LAST ONE IN 
1766 , During more than two centuries there were struck , as 

FAB AS CAN BE LEARNED, 30 TOKENS, PARTLY WITH THE ARMS OF REG- 
ENSBURG (2 CROSSED KEYS ) AND PARTLY WITH THE IMAGE OF THE 
STONE BRIDGE ACROSS THE DONAU, FOR WHICH THE TOKENS WERE USED, 
In the middle of this bridge there was a TOWER, PROBABLY WITH 
A GATE , The tokens are nicely struck and they certainly are 

THE MOST REPRESENTATIVE OF ALL GERMAN COPPER BRIDGE TOKENS , 

On the reverse of all these tokens are Roman numerals from I 
to 71, These numerals don't stand for the value, but they in- 
dicate FOR WHICH SORT OF VEHICLE THEY WERE INTENDED, FOR EX- 
AMPLE, No, II TOKEN WAS USED FOR A HAY, WOOD, OR STRAWCART, 

ULM, Already in the 15th Century there was a toll levied 

ON ALL THE ROADS LEADING TO THIS OLD FR.EE TOWN • FOR THE SAKE 
OF SIMPLICITY THE TOLLS ON SOME ROADS WERE LET OUT ON LEASE 
AND THERE WAS A VEHEMENT RIVALRY BETWEEN THE LESSORS, THE 
" LESSOR ON THE ROAD TO HEIDENHEIM, FOR INS TANCE, ALWAYS ASKED 
FOR A SECOND TOLL FROM PEOPLE WHO COULD, HOWEVER, SHOW A SO- 
CALLED "HELFANT," WHICH WAS A TOKEN THEY HAD GOT WHEN ENTERING 
THE CITY ON THE ROAD FROM NaTTHEIM ON WHICH THEY HAD ALSO PAID 
A DOUBLE TOLL « " HELFANT " IS THE OLD GERMAN WORD FOR " EL E PIIA NT ", 
THE ANIMAL IN ERE ARMS OF THE IiELFENSTEIN FAMILY, TO WHICH FAM- 
ILY THE TOLL ROAD LEASE ON THE NATTHEIM ROAD WAS LET, So FAR 
IT HAS ' NEVER BEEN FOUND , BUT THERE SHOULD HAVE EXISTED A TOKEN 
FROM ULM WITH AN ELEPHANT ON IT, 

I AM GREATLY INDEBTED TO THE KEEPERS OF THE RECORDS OF 
THE CITIES OF BRAUNSCHWEIG, FrANKFURT-AM-MaIN, HEIDELBERG ( FOR 

Karlsruhe), Hildesheim, Koburg, and Mainz , in giving us all 

THE INFORMATION REGARDING THE TOKENS OF THESE CITIES, THIS 
HELPED ENABLE US TO GIVE Mr, KENNETH SMITH A PRACTICALLY COM- 
PLETE LIST OF THE TOLL AND GATE TOKENS FOR THE FOREIGN CHECK 

List,

First of all we have an odd 
token from Santa Monica . This token is, in fact, a type of 

WOODEN NICKEL . F OR NOW I'M CALLING IT CREAM FIBRE (Fk) , BUT 
MAY BE IN ERROR. We HAVE NO D ESIGNATION FOR WOOD, AND POSSIBLY 
AFTER SOME DI SCUSSI ON WITH OTHERS THIS DESIGNATION WILL BE 

changed. Anyway the M.E.N.C. was held at Santa Monica March 25, 
26,27, 1961. When notices were sent out some of these tokens 

WERE ALSO MAILED OUT , TO SHOW THAT THERE WOULD BE TRANSPORTAT- 
ION BETWEEN THE TWO PLACES WHERE THE ACTIVITIES TOOK PLACE. As 
THERE WAS NO DIRECT BUS SERVICE BETWEEN THE HIGH SCHOOL AUDIT- 
ORIUM and the Civic Aud i torium it was decided to rent a couple 

TRAMS FROM THE PEOPLE WHO OPERATE THESE BE A OH TRAMS AT VENICE 

Beach. During this festival these trams shuttled back and

KENS. So, BEING DOWN TO loNG BEACH TO RIDE THE LAST RUN OF THE 

Long Beach to Los Angeles cars on April 9, I decided to ride 
the Terminal Island bus . It runs from the square in Long Beach

ED TO USE A NEW TOKEN , So IF ANYONE SHOULD SEE A QUANTITY OF 
THE OLD STAR— SC TOKENS, THEY COULD BE STOLEN PROPERTY * PERHAPS 
IT WOULD HAVE BEENOK TO LEAVE THE OLDER TOKEN LISTED UNDER WIL-

WILL COME UP WITH SOMETHING NEW . ALWAYS PAYS TO CHECK* 

The Seventh Bay Adventist Church in Lincoln, Nebr., also 

CONDUCTS A LARGE OHURCH SCHOOL * THE TOKEN WAS DISCOVERED BY 

George Fuld, and Hr * Coffee determined that it was from Nebras- 
ka AND OBTAINED A SUPPLY OF THEM FOR THE N*I*S* THE TOKENS 
WERE USED IN 1958 AND 1959 AS BUS TOKENS , BUT IN JUNE 1959 THEY 
STOPPED USING THEM ON THE BUS AND STARTED USING THEM FOR MISC- 
ELLANEOUS PURPOSES, SUCH AS BOAT RIDES AT PICNIC8 * A TOTAL OF 
1,000 WERE STRUCK* 

Mort Dawson told us about the Richmond- Peters bxjrg tokens, 

AND A WEEK LATER AN ARTICLE APPEARED IN COIN WORLD ABOUT THEM . 

This turnpike opened the spring of 1958 and is 55 miles long * 

At first scrip coupons were used as a convenience to users * 

They were issued in denominations of 10c, 15c, 20 c, 25c, 50c, 55c* 
However, as the turnpike used automatic equipment to receive

As A RESULT OF AN ARTICLE IN COIN WORLD, THE EDITOR RE- 
CEIVED SOME INTERESTING INFORMATI ON ABOUT VARIOUS UNIDENTIFIED 
TOKENS LISTED IN OUR CATALOGUE. Mr. PAT PROVENZA OF St. AuG- 

ustine, Fla., wrote in to tell us about Unidentified #56. The 
company that issued this token was a turpentine processing and 
loading firm, located 35 miles south of St. Augustine on US 
highway 1.

E.R.R. TOKENS OF BOSTON ISSUED IN 1840’s 

Recently the Editor visited the shop of J.F. LeBlanc, a 
prominent Boston coin dealer, at 101 Tremont Street. I was 

QUITE INTERESTED WHEN Mr. LeBlANC SHOWED ME AN OLD CARDBOARD 
TICKET GOOD FOR FARE ON THE EASTERN RAILROAD IN THE 1840’S . 

This line, which issued Mass 115 G,D,E,F, operated from 1844 to 
1884, from Boston to Newburyport, Mass . The ticket was inter- 
esting BECAUSE STAMPED INTO IT WAS AN IMPRESSION OF THE METAL 
DIE USED TO STRIKE MASS 115 0,D, AND E. ThTS DEFINITELY PROVES 
THAT THESE TOKENS WERE STRUCK IN THE 1840’ S, AND HENCE ARE 
AMONG THE OLDEST OF AMERICAN TRANSPORTATION TOKENS .

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TRANSPORTATION COMPANIES IN CHICAGO 
By Ralph Freiberg 

The North Chicago City Rail-way was chartered February 14, 1859* 
and a majority of the stock was purchased by the North Chicago Street 
Railroad Co, in 1886. On May 24, 1886 this company leased its road to 
the North Chicago Street Railway Co. During this period our token 
111 150 A was used. It was a horsecar token. The lease on July 1, 
1889, was assumed by Chicago Union Traction Co. On April 14, 1900, an 
operating agreement with Chicago Union Traction Co. was authorized, 

Chicago Railways Co. was incorporated in 1903, and on January 25, 
1908, it purchased at a foreclosure sale the property of Chicago Union 
Traction Co. and its operated lines. 

Chicago Surface Lines was an operating consolidation, as of Feb- 
ruary, 1914, of surface railways in Chicago, comprising Chicago Rys. 
Co., and others. The property of Chicago Surface Lines was acquired 
by Chicago Transit Authority on September 30, 1947. 

Chicago & South Side Rapid Transit Co. was organized January 4, 
1888. The road was opened from Congress to 39th Street on June 6, 
1892, and throughout on May 12, 1893. Along the route were various 
stations (which are probably the stations along the elevated route to- 
day). In order to save time, and to let people remain in the waiting 
room instead of having to stand out in the cold on the platform, tic- 
kets were purchased by passengers, and when the train came within 500 
feet of the station a bell was sounded and the passenger would deposit 
his ticket at the foot of the stairway. The fare was 5/. It is prob- 
able that "ticket " in this case referred to the large aluminum tokens 
we have listed as 111 150 M,N,0, and AB. 

The South Side Elevated was chartered January 14, 1897, as a suc- 
cessor to the Chicago & South Side Rapid Transit, whose property was 
sold at foreclosure September 16, 1896. 

Chicago Rapid Transit Co. was incorporated January 9, 1924, as a 
consolidation of various elevated railroads, among them the South Side 
Elevated. On September 30, 1947, Chicago Transit Authority acquired 
the properties of the Chicago Rapid Transit Co. 

The foregoing may help to indicate in which era the various com- 
panies of Chicago operated. We have tokens from some of these compan- 
ies. I have, however, never been able to find any history of the Mad- 
ison Street R.R. Go„, and I am beginning to think that this token may 
have been from Madison, Indiana. 

I have been trying to trace the token-issuing companies all over 
the country, and what became of them. The above sketch of transit in 
Chicago is J us t an example of what I have been attempting for every 
city. 


Seattle has upped tokens from 5/$l to 4/90. .. .Toledo has raised tokens 
from 5/|l.l0 to 5/|l.l5. . • .the Ohio Senate has passed a bill prohibit- 
ing the counterfeiting of transportation tokens, tickets, and trans- 
fers. .. .Columbus, Ohio, Transit Co. has raised tickets from 5/|l to 
5/|l.05. Columbus is one of those cities that hate metal tokens, and 
keep on using paper tickets.

Indeed it was a pleasure to meet and hear the 
young lady of 79 years of age, Mrs, Ana Begue de Packman, Curator of 
the Historical Society of Southern California, deliver a wonderful lec- 
ture "Early Days of Los Angeles." Thanks to Mr. von Boltenstern, Pro- 
gram Director Of the Club, for the privilege. Mr. bon Boltenstern also 
displayed his Mt. Lowe tokens, which set in right fine with the Mt. 

Lowe postcards on display. It was also good to have Mr, Ritterband 
with us again, for it’s been quite a while since the last time. And 
thanks, Robert, for the fine suggestion of printing, for we’ll take 
advantage of it. As usual there was the exchange of tokens for the 
benefit of some. The meeting then came to an end at 4:J0 p.m.

NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG 

Not much in the way of new issues this month, but we do have a 
Canadian token for those who collect Canadian, and we were able to get 
some of those Pittsfield tokens for the New Issues Service. Sometimes 
as in this case it is better to wait till after school is out. Ordin- 
arily Canadian tokens are reported to us by Mr. Cassidy, but this one 
comes via Dan DiMichael. Somehow we neglected to give Mr. Cassidy 
credit for the Canadian tokens reported in the May 1961 Fare Box, as 
we should have. The Sudbury company formerly used tickets but went to 
metal tokens on April 1, 1961. 

We have some old tokens to report this month. The Chicago & 

South Side Rapid Transit opened in 1892 and was taken over by South 
Side Elevated in 1897. We are having a little guessing game as to 
what the numbers on the tokens are for. Since we have various numbers 
up to 31, they may be for days of the month; then again they could be 
for stations along the elevated route. One possible explanation: 
there were various stations open to the weather, so people could pay 
their fare in advance and get a ticket (which often meant a metal tok- 
en then), and when a train came within 500 feet of the station a bell 
would ring, and token, or ticket, holders went onto the open platform 
through a place where they could deposit their tickets in a box. 

The aluminum Fulton depotel token is exactly like the brass one 
(same die). See page 97, November I960 Fare Box for the Fulton story. 
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With regard to the turnpike token from Lancaster, Pa., it Is as- 
sumed that the numbers on the tokens are for toll gates, so there may 
be other tokens in this series showing up in the future If anyone can 
find them* These are very old tokens. 

John Coffee learned from an Alaskan correspondent that the Far 
North Transportation Co. token was used in Nome. Since It used the 
words "Far North” we should have realized that this token was from a 
place as far up North as a bus company could operate. There was a 
large army area about 3 or 4 miles north of Nome with some 5»000 men, 
so for a while the bus company had plenty of customers. John and 
Charles Reader owned the line. The line ran for only 2 years, 1948 
and 1949. These tokens sold 3 for $1.00. They operated only one bus, 
which actually was a large flat bed truck with a big plywood box on it 
which would hold about 30 people. The box had seats along the wall 
and was heated during the winter. The owner says he has no tokens 
left, and only time will tell just how many will show up. (They were 
struck in Seattle by Seattle Rubber Stamp Company.) 

We had expected a new token from San Antonio, Tex., because we 
heard that on July 1, 1961, they went back on a token rate, but as yet 
no report on same.

Much discussion ensued, during which it was pointed out that 

THIS AMENDMENT WOULD HAVE THE EFFECT OF REMOVING MR, ATWOOD'S 
NAME FROM THE TITLE OF THE PRESENT CATALOGUE, AND THAT IT 
WOULD REMOVE THE CANADIAN LISTINGS FROM THE PRESENT BOOK, It 
WAS FINALLY VOTED TO EXPRESS THANKS TO MR, SMITH, BUT TO TABLE 
HIS AMENDMENT INDEFINITELY WITH NO ACTION, MEMBERS WERE VERY 
DEFINITE IN THEIR FEELING THAT (1) THE CATALOGUE SHOULD CONTIN- 
UE TO BE KNOWN AS "ATWO OD ' S CATALOGUE OF UNITED STATES AND CAN-

THEIR MUSEUM DURING VISITING HOURS , FIND THE RIGHT MAN IN, AND 
THEN AS YOU SUPPLY CATALOGUE NUMBERS HE LABORIOUSLY BRINGS OUT 
THE TOKEN FOR YOU TO EXAMINE , SOME YEARS BACK SOMEBODY LEFT A 
BEAUTIFUL COIN COLLECTION TO THE MASSACHUSETTS HISTORICAL SOC- 
IETY here in Boston , I tried to examine a couple of the tokens 
IN THE COLLECTION , and after cooling my heels FOR 45 MINUTES

Your Editor has asked me to write am account of my recent 
visit to Russia for The Fare Box . I demurred somewhat, having 
FOUND NO TRANSPORTATION TOKENS NEW OR OLD, AND , WITH MANY OTHER 
THINGS ON MY MIND, NOT HAVING WORKED ANY HARDER AT IT THAN KEEP- 
ING MY EYES OPEN , HOWEVER, I CAN SAY SOMETHING ABOUT FARE COL- 
LECTION, AND COULD PROBABLY WRITE MORE ON TRANSIT IN GENERAL 
THAN YOU WOULD CARE TO READ . 

We flew from Boston to Paris via TWA Saturday night. May 
2 . My first relevant observation was that inflation has killed 

OFF a TIME-HONORED PRACTICE. EACH TICKET ON THE PARIS METRO IS 
NOW GOOD FOR ONLY ONE RIDE INSTEAD OF TWO . INSPECTION OF TICK- 
ETS IS MARKEDLY MORE FREQUENT THAN IN 1957. TELEPHONE TOKENS 
ARE STILL USED IN FRANCE AND ARE SOLD AT THE METRO TICKET WIN- 
DOWS AMONG OTHER PLACES. 

On Monday we picked up our rented car and headed east. 

The first frontier we crossed was into Saarland, politically 

UNITED WITH THE GERMAN FEDERAL REPUBLIC BUT UNTIL THE END OF 
1959 STILL USING THE FRANC ( OR , IN GERMAN, Frank) AS ITS CUR- 
RENCY. I ACQUIRED ONLY ONE PIECE, 20 FRANKEN, MUCH MORE LIKE A 
German than a French coin in general appearance. We had been 

HALF A DAY LATE IN LEAVING PARIS, AND THOSE WHO KNOW ME CAN 
JUDGE OUR HASTE AT THIS POINT FROM THE FACT THAT WE DROVE 
THROUGH SAARBRUCKEN WITHOUT STOPPING TO RIDE THE TRAMS, At 

Kaiserslautern, our overnight stop, there were trolley buses 

WITH A NOVEL FEATURE — A SEARCHLIGHT PERMANENTLY FIXED TO ONE OF 
THE TROLLEY POLES, FOCUSSED ON THE SLIDE , TO AID IN CASE OF 
NIGHT DEWIREMENT. OUR NEXT DAY, ON HILLY, CROOKED BACK ROADS 

through Bavaria, showed the special features of our Citroen ID- 

19 AT THEIR BEST AND WAS TOPS IN PICTURESQUENESS— —BUT NO TRAMS . 

However, at Munich the day after there were many interesting 

TRANSPORT FEATURES, INCLUDING AN AUTOMATIC MACHINE ISSUING TRAM 
TICKETS FOR 25 PFENNIG AT BUSY KARLSPLATZ. (TICKET ISSUING 
MACHINES WERE ALSO IN USE AT CoRNAVIN IN GENEVA IN 1957.) 

In Austria we rode and photographed two small systems with 
CARS DATING FROM 1894 TO 1912, THE STRA S SEN BAH N IN GMUNDEN AND 
THE STRASSENBAHN FBEL S BERG- St . FlORIAN. EVENING BROUGHT US IN- 
TO Czechoslovakia (Ceske Budejovice; trolley buses) and the 

NEXT MORNING TO PRAGUE, FULL OF TRAMS, THE OLDER ONES SOMEWHAT 
REMINISCENT OF VIENNA AND THE NEWER A MODIFICATION OF THE AMER- 
ICAN P.C.C. We also saw these Czech PCC's mixed with older 

CARS IN 0LOMOUC AND OSTRAVA. FOR SOME DISTANCE OUT OF OSTRAVA 
WE PARALLELED A NARROW-GAUGE INTERURBAN . TRAM TICKETS IN CZECH 
CITIES ARE GENERALLY SIMILAR TO THOSE TYPICAL OF GERMANY AND 
Austria; they look more like transfers than tickets, and indeed 

MAY BE USED AS TRANSFERS , 

In Poland we saw trams in Bielsko, Krakow, and Warsaw. 

Many cars in the two latter cities are similar to the German 
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KSW TYPE AND HAVE A LARGE OVERLOAD CAPACITY. A WHOLE CLASS OF 

Warsaw school children boarded an already crowded single truck 

CAR ON WHICH I WAS RIDING . SMALL PAPER TICKETS ARE USED . THE 
INTERURBAN FROM WARSAW TO WLOCHY AND GRODZISK USES CARDBOARD 
TICKETS AND , FOR THOSE BOARDING WHERE THERE IS NO AGENT, DUPLEX 
FARE RECEIPTS, BOTH VERY SIMILAR TO TYPES FAMILIAR IN AMERICA . 

The new Polish 2 and 5 zloty coins, while light metal, are at- 
tractive AND SUPERIOR IN FINISH TO MOST CO INS OF SIMILAR WEIGHT. 
Another numismatic note from Poland: auto insurance bought in 
Krakow had according to the regulations to be paid for in for- 
eign CURRENCY , AND CAME TO $10,02 U.S. FUNDS. HAVING NO U. S , 
CHANGE IN MY POCKET, I GAVE THEM A $10 BILL AND A ONE, AND THE 
BANK HAD TO DIG UP 98ft IN CHANGE. AMONG THE 18 PENNIES INCLUD- 
ED were two 1902 Indian heads. 

On May 16 we entered the Soviet Union at Brest and drove 
on the same day to Minsk, capital of the Byelorussian Republic. 
The modern double truck trams here, of a type which we were al- 
so to see in Smolensk and Moscow, reminded me of pictures of 
modern Japanese cars. In Minsk and Smolensk, cars were a good 

DEAL BETTER THAN THE TRACK. MINSK ALSO HAD SOME NEW 4-WHEEL 
CARS, BOTH MOTOR AND TRAILER , RUSSIAN TRAM TICKETS ARE THIN 
PAPER TORN OFF A ROLL BY THE CONDUCTRESS, THOSE IN MINSK SAY 

BSSR for Byelorussian Soviet Socialist Republic . The standard 
TRAM FARE, AT LEAST IN ALL CITIES WE VISITED, IS 30 KOPECKS 
(3f! AT THE TOURIST RATE OF EXCHANGE ). RUSSIAN COINS, INCIDEN- 
TALLY, ARE OF GOOD HEAVY METAL ! THEIR NOTES ARE PRINTED CROSS- 
WAYS RATHER THAN LENGTHWAYS AND HAVE THE DENOMINATION IN 15 
NATIONAL LANGUAGES OF THE USSR, BOTH COINS AND NOTES COME IN 
SOME UNUSUAL DENOMINATIONS, E.G. 15 KOPECKS ( USED IN COIN TELE- 
PHONES) AND 3 RUBLES. 

In Mo sciw there are no trams in the very center of the 

CITY, BUT MANY OUTLYING ROUTES. PRIDE OF THE CITY IS THE SUB- 
WAY, ELABORATELY DECORATED AND IMMACULATELY CLEAN, THE MOSCOW 
SUBWAY WAS APPROXIMATELY THE SIXTIETH EUROPEAN TRANSIT SYSTEM I 
HAD RIDDEN BUT THE FIRST ON WHICH THE RIDER HAD NO TICKET IN 
HIS POSSESSION WHILE RIDING / TICKETS ARE TAKEN UP COMPLETELY ON 
ENTERING THE PAID PORTION OF THE STATION. EVEN THOUGH THE ROME 
SUBWAY HAS TOKEN-OPERATED TURNSTILES, THESE ARE COMBINED WITH A

One was 
far out in the surf at the foot of Ash Street, riding upright 

AND SWAYING IN THE BREAKERS, The OTHER WAS FOUND LYING IN THE 
SAND AT THE FOOT OF CHESTNUT STREET, TURNED OVER ON ITS SIDE 
AND EVERY WINDOW SMASHED, EVIDENTLY FROM THE TUMBLE IT TOOK 
WHEN IT WAS STARTED DOWN THE STEEP INCLINE THERE WHICH LEADS TO 
THE BEACH, 

When the thing happened and who did it no one knows, ex- 
cepting THE PEOPLE' WHO WERE THERE , THA T IT WAS NOT ALTOGETHER 
THE WORK OF SMALL AND MISCHEVIOUS BOYS IS EVIDENT FROM THE FACT 
THAT IT WAS A GREATER TASK TO PUT THE CARS WHERE THEY WERE 
FOUND THAN COULD BE EASILY ACCOMPLISHED BY SMALL BOYS, BUT IT 
WAS PERHAPS ABOUT MIDNIGHT, WHEN THE TIDE WAS LOWEST, FOR THE 
CAR IN THE SEA MUST HAVE BEEN PLACED WHEN THE WATER WAS SOME 
DISTANCE OUT, 

It is evident that one of the cars was run from the barn 
at Ash & Front Streets to the ocean , It is also evident the 

OTHER CAR WAS RUN ON RAILS TO NETA & CHESTNUT AND THENCE TAKEN 
OVER THE STREET TWO BLOCKS TO THE FOOT OF CHESTNUT, A REPORT 
HAS IT THAT THE DESTINATION OF THE CARS, SO FAR AS THE CROWD 
WAS CONCERNED, WAS TO RUN THEM ON THE WHARF AND OFF THE END OF 
THAT STRUCTURE INTO DEEP WATER, THE PLAN DID NOT WORK BECAUSE 
THE LOCKED WHARF GATES STOPPED PROCEEDINGS IN THAT DIRECTION ,
